Beatirg the World 


Vancouver, B.C., Sept. 4th—Punc- 
tual to the very minute, the Over- 
seas Mail steamed into the Vancouver 
depot this morning precisely when 
due, 3,070 miies from Quehec and one 
hour later the steamer Empress of 
China, flying the Red and White flag 
of the C.P.R. fleet cast off and with a 
favoring breeze started out on, the 
long voyage across the broad Pacific. 
The orientel maiis having completed 
the first two laps in the race half way 
around the globe are now’ swinging 
into the home-stretch with every pros- 
pect of beating the time limit. The 
running time schedule by land and 
sea between Liverpool and Vancouver 
was generally sreaking pretty closely 
adherd to and when time has been lost: 
due to controllable circumstances, 1¢ 
has been quickly regained. And so it 
is: that those amongst the Empress of 
Ireland’s passengers coming this far 
west who dined in Livernool a week 
ago last Friday are breakfasting this 
Tuesdav morning in Vancouver or on 
the C.P.R. steamsh{> that is bearing 
them to the far east. The officers of 
the Empress of China modestly de- 
clare that they will be landed at Hong 
Kong with the entire distance he- 
tween the mother country and_ the 
little British possession at the southern 
part of the China sea. There is only 
small room for doubt that the great 
feat before this Empress of Pacific 
will be accomplished from Liverpool 
to Ouehee via Belle Isle is 2 633 knots 
approximately 2.009 land miles. As 
the Empress of Ireland is the first of 
the C.P.R. shins to vse this route on 
the new mails schedule no comparisons 
can be Grawn as all the hest previous 
p2ssages have been made between Liv- 
ernool or Moville and Rimouski. It is 
4,283 knots from Vancouver to Yoko- 
hama or in land language 6 895 miles 
and from Yokohama to Hone Kong 
via ports of Kobe. Nagasaki 
Shanghai at which the C.P.R. steam- 
ers call. 1.988 knots. or say 2,275 

| miles. The Empres of China has there- 
fore to cover the distance between 
Vancouver and Hong Kong, 6,271 
knets or 7,160 land miles in eighteen 
and a half days. And as this long run 
has already been made by a sister 
ship, the Empress of Japan. within 
that time, the confidence of China’s 
officers go easy by comprehension. The 
morning sun was. shining brightly 
yestrday when the over seas mail pul!- 
ed out from Calgary at six o’cloc'x 
and speeding through the foothills 
reached Lagan, Alberta, at the bot- 
tom of Big Hill in 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes. The run up the valley of Bow 
past beautiful Banff. with its merry 
throng of summer guests and the huge 
mountains that hem the valley on 
either side was a delightful exveri- 
ence in the warm genial sunshine. 
Then came the slow climb to the creat
